i eS have long studied the evidence for a historical Mother Goose, with several convincing possibilities now 
popular. Among these are two Berthas; Queen Bertha, wife of Pepin and mother to Charlemange and Bertha, wife 
of Robert II of France (“Robert the Pious”, c. 970-1031) 

Queen Bertha became known to her subjects as“Bertha au Grand Pied”, or “Queen Goosefoot’ or “Goose- 
footed Bertha” because of the size, or possibly the shape of her feet. The other Bertha, wife of Robert the Pious, 
was so closely related to her husband that their marriage provoked his excommunication from the Catholic Church. 
It is rumored that the offspring from this near-incestuous union was a monster, supposedly with a head of a goose. 

Gradually the term “Mother Goose” came to mean a teller of tall tales, with the first published reference to the 
term in 1650 in La Muse Historique in the line, “Like a Mother Goose Story”. Queen Bertha is represented in 
French legendry as incessantly spinning, surrounded by children she is entertaining with her stories, thus the 
French custom of referring to a tall tale as one told “at the time Good Queen Bertha Spun”

O. all the possibilities concerning the source of this rhyme, I find the ideas of Katherine Thomas the most 

interesting. Those in and out of the English Court, even before the time of Henry VIII, were often dubbed with 
ridiculous nick-names. Queen Elizabeth I was known as “the Cat”, due to the manner in which she toyed with 
her Cabinet, as if her ministers were so many mice. Thomas claims the fiddle is a reference to Elizabeth’s pleasure 
at dancing, even into her middle years, to fiddle music in her private quarters. 

The elaborate charades she staged at Whitehall and Hampton Court could be the source for the cow’s incre- 
dible feat. The“ Little Dog” may be Robert Dudley, Earl of Leicester, who Elizabeth considered marrying. She 
told a French ambassador that,"‘He is like my little lap-dog...” “The Dish” here was a formal title given to the 
courtier who carried certain golden dishes to the state dining room; “The Spoon”, the young lady chosen to be 
taster at royal meals. This reference could be to the secret marriage of Edward, Earl of Hertford and Lady 
Katherine Grey, both confined to the tower for seven years upon discovery by Her Majesty. 

Then again, this and all the other scholarly effort could be nonsense, as the editors of the Oxford Dictionary 
of Nursery Rhymes have pointed out.

Furthermore, during the three days ending 
on St. Dunstan's Day, May 19th,the devil agreed to keep his end of the bargain forever. 


Old illustrations depict a leathery Satan struggling at the end of the Abbot's tongs, but judging from the final 
outcome of the deal, this image could be more accurate.

and variety. These two rhymes demonstrate a common practice now forgotten. Domestic animals guilty of maiming 
or killing human were regularly tried in criminal courts of ancient Greece and medieval Europe. Smaller animal 
offenders were tried by ecclesiasti 


tical courts. From the 9th to the 19th century we have records of 144 successful 
prosecutions, though this is-concidered to be only a fraction of the actual litigations.

I or example, on May 25, 1595, a dog by the name of “Troeveetie” was hung on a gallows with a string after a 
proper trial. He had inflicted a fatal injury on a child’s finger. In 1714 all the mastiffs in Syracuse were hung 


because they attacked a priest, and in 1771 a dog belonging to a Farmer Carpenter was tried in Chichester. This 
custom could be the source, as Baring-Gould surmises, of our expression “a hang-dog look”.

N. surprisingly, this is an old nursery rhyme that has been suppressed. It first appeared in Tommy Thumb’s 
Pretty Song Book, (1774), published in London by Mary Cooper. This is probably a taunt used by children, though 
the first image to come to my mind was an erotic etching by Thomas Rowlandson entitled, “The Old Husband”. 
Hogarth, Rowlandson and Cruikshank all delighted in satirizing nobility and clergy who were grossly over- 

weight and sickly, helpless victims of their own appetities. Combining elements from several of the Rowlandson 
prints, our gout-ridden, ailing old husband is wondering why his young wife doesn’t answer his bell...and what is 

all that giggling about?

It is important to remember the value of our oral traditions, especially in a time when we are starved for a racial 
shared memory, for things we can do that evoke our past and giye us continuity. The pleasure of singing a song, 
reciting a poem or rhyme, or dancing a dance the way those long silent did is distinctly human. Those who have 


tried and who continue to try to sanitize our history, our speech and our art commit a very special and contemt- 
ible act of brutality.
